Charges Strong Group of Bank- 
ers With Readiness to Accept.

CHICAGO, April 30 (Associated Press). 
—Samuel Gompers, President. of the 


American Federation of Labor, issued |’ 


a statement today declaring that rec- 
ognition by the United States of the 
** Bolshevist tyranny ”’ in Russia would 
be. “a needless. and base betrayal. of 
civilization.’ |. 

Declaring.that. American “public life 
was being flooded with propaganda and 
that “predatory international finance 
has its appetite up and believes it sees 
loot ;in Russia,’’ ‘he asserted that 
nothing ‘‘ would be more: fraught with 
disaster to humanity than American 
recognition of: the Bolshevist power. in 
any form.’’ 

Lenin, Mr. Gompers denounced as a 
“bandit merchant'’ ready to “ take 
what he can get in exchange for the 
heritage of a people rendered helpless 
by him and his.’’ 

A fund of millions of dollars, he as- 
Serted, was being used in the United 
States for Bolshevist propaganda out 
of which “ bribes have been offered in 
places where the American people can 
fll afford betrayal.’ ‘3

* In making these assertions I am 
mindful of the amazing propaganda 
with which Americar public life is being 
flooded.

Two boys, one 19, the other 16; fought 
a rifle duel, Indian fashion, from be- 
hind trees ina camp in Queens -yester- 
day morning.

The dead boy was Jacob Kabitz of 97 
North First Street, Brooklyn. The 
slayer, held *without bail in the Jamaica 
police station on a homicide charge, is 
Victor. Janculidich, 126 South Second 
Street. They fought for ten minutes 
while-two young companions looked on, 
in the fastness of a wooded place in 
old Queens village, about four miles 
from Jamaica, in which the four were 
encamped. 

For hours after it was all over. the. 
three who were lert stuck to a’ story 
that the killing was an accident in the 
course. of target practice. Jamaica de-< 
tectives broke them down at last and 
got written confessions, after forcing 
Victor to. re-enact the shooting in the 
spot where it occurred, ¢ 

On Saturday night the boys. pitched 
two tents about 1,000 feet from Hillside 
Avenue, opposite Wuerthland Avenue, 
far from houses or human beings. When 
théy awoke yesterday, Victor started to 
prepare breakfast. ;He spilled a can of 
soup, Kabitz, leader “of the expedition 
by. Virtueof ‘his superior years; ‘up- 
braided him. Victor answered sharply: 
Victor’s brother had got the worst.of a 
fist fight with Kabitz over a young girl 
not many days ago, and there was sup- 
pressed ill-feeling between ‘the two boys, 

Attempts to Pacify Pair Yi. 

Surly morning, tempers fatined — thé 
dispute. Leo Livoskowski, 20, of 94 
North First Street, and John Zawan- 
towsk, 12, of 109 Grand Street, tried to 
pacify the pair.

There were angrier and angrier words 
for two hours or more with a fight al- 
ways in the offing, until suddenly at 11 
o’clock, Jacob plumped down his chal- 
lenge to a duel. His words were. spoken 
in sheer bravado. Victor accepted in 
the same spirit, and before they realized 
what they were doing, the boys were 
loading their rifles with .22-longs, buf 
lets with ample power ‘to. kill. 

There was no older person near to hear 
and interfere.

In 
an interview before he left Schlesinger 
said: : 

**I do mot know just what I will do. 
I have planned to take passage for Eu- 
rope to rest.. After that I may go to 
The Forward or’ I’may*go to The Call. 
I donot think I will go to The Call, 
for it would. require ‘the greatest ef- 
forts.”’ 


* Says Task Is a Big One. 


Approximately, 150,000 needle workers 
are represented in ‘the Garment Work- 
ers’ Union, Mr. Schlessinger indicated 
that the task of the President: was.a ‘big 
one and that he was rather tired of the 
responsibility of leading so many per-

Dr. Ryan ‘Urges Labor and Capital 
to Remove Irritation. 


STAMFORD, Conn.,’ April 30.+Co-op= 
eration between capital and labor was 
jurged. by’ the Rev. Dr. John A. Ryan of 
the Catholic Univdrsity at Washington 
in an address. here tonight before the 
Connecticut Conference on Social Work, 

“The problem of co-operation between 
the two classes is not a problem- of re- 
moving all antagonisrhs and all diver- 
gent interests,’’ he said. ‘‘ That object 
is simply unattainable. Rather is the 
problem that of reducing the elements 
of conflict to their lowest dimensions; 
and increasing, so far 4s practicable, the 
elements of. common interest. At pres- 
ent the emphasis is placed by . both 
parties upon their mutual ‘antagonisms. 

“The first act in a program of recon- 
ciliation is to remove certain powerf, 
obstacles. For some of them labor is 
responsible; for others the blame lies 
upon‘capital. On the side of labor, the 
principal hindrances to a co-operative 
policy are'certain restrictive practices of 
the unions; namely, restriction of out- 
put, limitation of apprentices, and dis- 
putes concerning certain kinds of work 
which are’ claimed by tore than one 
craft or trade. 

*“ On. the side of’ capital, the principal 
obstacle to reconciliation is organized 
and. .widespread opposition to ‘labor 
unionism, and its necessary methods and 
policies. The ‘ open shop’ movement was 
and is a hynocritical attempt to crip- 


ple the unions under the guise of pro- 

moting om of contract in industrial 

rel&tions. Until capital changes its at- 

titude on‘ this point, no progress toward

Seligman Says Russia Has Reverted! 

to Medieval Anarchy—Cites 
Paper Money Flood.

A discussion between. Professor Ed- 
ward R. A. Seligman of Columbia Uni- 
versity and Harry Waton, Eduéational 
Director of the Marx-Engels Institute, 
on” thé question: ‘‘ Has Russia Proved 
Marxism Wrong?” with Clare Sheridan, 
the sculptress, as Chairman, was held 
in the Manhattan Opera House yester- 
day before 3,000 persons. 

Enthusias reached its high pitch} 
when Mr. aton declared: ‘‘ Once thé 
proletariat System: has started it will 
not stop until it has brought the whole 
world. to commuhism,’”’ Several times 
the audience interrupted the addresses 
with applause, despite the injunction of 
the Chairman. When Mr. Waton had 
finished there was a prolénged demon- 
stration, with ,three cheers for ‘The 
Russian Government.’’ 

Bach of thé speakers took an.-hour, 
with thirty minutes for, rebuttal. Mfrs. 
Sheridan; in. a short > introductory 
speech, ‘referred to herself as the 
“ bridge ’’’ between the-opposing sides 
and added: ‘‘ What we need are’ more, 
bridges. ‘When’ kings apd Bolsheviki 
lunch together another bridge is built.’ 

Professor Seligman. said. that Russia 
had reverted toa medieval economic 
life, and that all the great Soviet lead- 
ers admitted -the failures of. the Soviet 
régime. ‘*Russia has got back to an 
anarchy and misery and barbarism of 
the medieval civillzation,’’ he said. 
“There is ‘in Russia a ‘Sov-Bour’—a 
bourgeoise of the Soviet Government it- 
Self.. Eighteen trillions of paper rubles 
are now in existence—eightéen million 
million. A gold ruble is worth 260,000 
paper rubles. The only industry in 
Russia that. is prospering is the print- 
ing of rubles.’’ 

Referring to -the militarization of 
laboy, Professor Seligman said that the 
workers had.been brought not to ten, 
but to twelve and even sixteen hours’ 
work a day under that. system. . Pri- 
vate .property had been re-established, 
he said; in industry an attempt had 
been made to get foreign concessionaires 
to go in: large industries were spring- 
ing up;. chambers of «commerce were 
being .created'and trade was being car- 
ried on by individuals*‘and groups. 

“One by one the ideas of rx have 
been worked out, first by Lenin, then 
by Trotzky, and then been abandoned,”’ 
ath maa Seligman said. *“‘ We have in 

ussia the worst features of modern 
capitalism and the worst features of 
barbaric capitalism.’’ 

Mr. Waton said that in the Russian 
revolution there was a peed opportunity 
to see Marxism in act The ene- 
mies of Russia are many, rich and pow- 
erful,’’ he Baid; ‘‘ while her friends are 
few and poor. But. the Russian revolu- 
tion is not destroyed.

“mission Says’ Governor Has 
Weakened Good Laws. 


Sees Inconsistency In Recent State- 
ments and Executive’s Stand 
on Labor Bills. 


Edward F. Boyle, former head of the 
State Industrial Commission, criticised 
Governor. Miller. yesterday for what he 
said was an eleventh-hour attempt by 
the Governor to pose as an advocate of 
social welfare legislation. Judge Boyle 
accused the Governor of impairing the 
efficiency of the State Labor Depart- 
ment, nullifying beneficial provisions of 
the Workmen’s Compensation law, re- 
jecting measures designed to shorten 
the hours of labor for minors, and with 
general. hostility to progressive welfare 
legislation. 

“No part of the statements now ema- 
nating from the Executive Chamber in 
‘| Albany is more amazing than that which 
attempts to set up Governor Miller as 
a champion of welfare legislation,”’ 
Judge Boyle said. ‘‘ Because of his re- 
cent approval of a small appropriation 
for maternity work the Governor, seems 
to think the many earnest men and wo- 
men of the State who have been trying 
for years to bétter living and working 
conditions in the crowded centres will 
forget his opposition to practically every 
welfare measure that has come before 
him.”’

As the 
régime of the older Czars was said 
to be tyranny tempered by assassina- 
tion, s0 CreoKER’s absolute control was 
mitigated by party revolts and legisla- 
tive investigations. The latter he met 
with brazen: defiance. It seemed to 
be not bravado, but honest indigna- 
tion, which led him to declare that in 
his public activities he was ‘‘ working 
ft.» his own pocket all the time.” He 
certainly filled it.. And he had the 
prescience, amazing in a man of his 
imperious temper; to perceive that he 
must not overstay his hour, and re- 
tired:of his own volition, rich in every- 
thing that he valued. 

It is doubtful if popular distrust and 
hate ever penetrated the triple armor 
in.which Ricuarp Croker’s soul went 
clad, That his name was one to hiss 
in conventions even of the ‘party to 
which: he nominally: belonged. meant 
nothing to him. What. wastheir im- 
potent anger éxcept a form of envy? 
The 
fakt thet:he. was nationally known as 
one of the enemies that. Grover CLEvE- 
LAND had made,.and for ‘whose sake 
he was loved, probably was thought of 
by the’ Tamiiany chieftain as only 
One proof more of his deserved fame. 
His’ secret’ meeting’ with’ Mr. Cievs- 
LAND in the-campaign of 1892 ‘revealed 
to’ him a,will as resolute as his own 
and a character ‘and political penetra- 
-tion and power which were terra in- 
cognita to him. * After his forced sur- 
render he*could only exclaim, rue- 
fully: “The old man is right.” 

Mr. Croker long since: ceased to be 
regarded: merely 'in- his. personality. 
That must. be left to his friehds. But 
in_ his‘ type and: in the peculiar kind 
of disgrace which he inflicted. upon 
the City of New York for twenty 
years he remains,a portent. In_say- 
ing {farewell to his robust individuality 
we. cannot, unfortunately, put away 
the bitter’ memories and the present 
mortifications associated -with Tam- 
many Hall. “Other times; other man- 
ners of the boss; but the fact of boss- 
dom continues to sting and shame.

CREDIT. AND CHARACTER. 

Confidence precedes credit, said Sec- 
retary Hucues, addressing the women 
in. Washington, That “axiom lies at 
tlie ‘root of American objections ‘to 
some of the ‘elaborate schemes for 
settling European affairs. ‘They pro- 
pose something like force in matters 
which more properly. are subjects of 
persuasion to see the right. «This is 
tacitly a confession of lack of confi- 
dence. No consortium’ can establish 
credit without regard to the character 
of its beneficiaries, 

The British. Prémier.may have had 
this. thought in. mind when hg’ la- 
mented our absente from the couticils 
cf Europe because of the need of’ our 
moral leadership. That-is better for 
us.than haughty assumption-.‘of cuch 
leadership by: ourselves:. The object 
of the Versailles Treaty; said Presi- 
dent Witson in his Pueblo speech just 
before he broke down, is to put morals 
into international law. It cannot be 
contended that morals have been the 
basis. of the European balance of 
power. .Compulsion is a poor. substi- 
tute for confidence, and few foreign 
countries have too much ‘confi- 
dehce in the ‘character of the others. 
If they mistrust each other, how can 
they expect .us to trust them a3 4 
whole, unless they are willing to go 
bail for: each other? 

The United States is’ detached geo- 
graphically from alien troubles. We 
preach honest money because we have 
éarned the right, having restored-a de- 
preciated currén¢ty by the ‘methods of 
work that. we now recommend. Some 
of-us are covetous individually but not 
nationally. Those who. wish credit 
from us must first give.us confidence 
in their-national character. It is some 
years since our’ unofficial. observer 
abroad said that Europe looked like a 
bad commercial risk.

WASHINGTON, April 80.—THe De- 
partment of Commerce he 
pleted.a survey of the world 
ation, which shows that 21,000,000 bales 
of cotton, will be consumed during the 
year ending July 31, 1922, thus reaching 
the prewar level for the first time In 
five years: The estimated consumption 
is approximately 6,000,000 bales more}, 
than was produced for the crop year. 

“Cotton consumption, which reached 
the high point of 22,000,000 bales in 1918- 
14,. has shown a steady decline to 18,- 
500,000 bales in 1917-18, and to ‘17,090,000 
bales in 1920-21,’’ the report of the sur- 
vey. reads. 

““ Theré was also a teduction in wove 
production during this pericd,- although 
not. quite so great as the. decre in 
consumption. Hence, ‘an accumulation 
of stocks resulting in the enormous 
carry-over ‘Aug. 1, 1921,.of 14,000,000 
bales. Many belfeved that a new world 
conaretion level: had been found, some 
two or three million bales lower than 
the prewar level of approximately 21,- 
000,000. bales per annum. 

‘The low consumption of less than 17.- 
000,000 bales for 1 21 confirmed this 
view, a matter of great concern to cot-f 
ton growers in view of the enormous 
carty-over and the kyowledge that a 
single god’ cotton year , would make 
what looked like a bad situation worse.
